In the event that the Office schedules a nonprovisional application that claims the benefit of a 
provisional application filed in a language other than English for publication without issuing a 
Notice requiring the applicant to file an English translation of the non-English provisional 
application, the applicant should file the English translation of the non-English provisional 
application and a statement that the translation is accurate before the scheduled publication date.

(ranslatiou is accurate. In a pending nonprovisional application, failure to timely reply to such a notice will 
result in abandoiunent of liie application. .
